A wonderful collection of off-beat wood panels and 
paintings is available at Karl Mann Associates, 677 
Fifth Avenue, New York.

INTERIOR DESIGN 


THE SIXTIES 


The main feature of this issue of INTERIOR DESIGN is a presentation of the 
rooms at the “Design and Decoration” show which was sponsored jointly by 
the New York Chapter of the American Institute of Decorators, The Resources 
Council of the American Institute of Decorators and the New York Herald 
Tribune. 

The “Design and Decoration” show held at the Seventh Regiment Armory 
was the finest homefurnishings show ever put on in New York City, and great 
credit has already accrued to its sponsors. From the point of view of the 
interior designing and decorating profession, the real history-making impact 
of the show lies in its sponsorship by a great metropolitan newspaper, the 
New York Herald Tribune, marking the second mass communication break- 
through this year by the interior design and decorating profession. The first 
such sponsorship by an important metropolitan newspaper was the Detroit 
Free Press sponsorship of the “Decorate for Living” show created by the 
Michigan Chapter of the American Institute of Decorators in March of this year. 

Both of these newspapers are already making plans for repeating their 
respective sponsorship in 1961. I feel confident that newspapers in other 
sections of the country will follow the leadership of the Detroit Free Press 
and the New York Herald Tribune. The action taken by these two great news- 
papers in the first year of the decade of the sixties promises a great decade for 


the growth of the interior designer-decorator.

NOVEMBER 1960 
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Decoration and Design 1961 


The decorating hit of the season was undoubtedly the 
recent “Decoration and Design 1961” show sponsored 
by the Resources Council of the American Institute of 
Decorators, the New York Chapter of the American In- 
stitute of Decorators, and the New York Herald Tribune. 
One hundred twenty-six exhibitors, including manufac- 
turers, distributors and individual interior designers, dis- 
played their products, ideas and talents in the Seventh 
Regiment Armory in New York from October 8th through 
October 16th. The majority of exhibitors offered settings 
created by A.I.D. members; others chose to show their 
products in displays. Our pictorial presentation of the 
show emphasizes the room settings but also includes two 
pages of displays. It should be pointed out that many of 
the rooms were set up in fairly small areas, and one 
should try to visualize them in the actual size space for 
which they were designed. In this way, a setting that ap- 
pears to be crowded in the photograph can be expanded 
to the proper scale and balance that indicates the de- 
signer’s intentions. In viewing the show as a whole, 
one is aware of the increased interest in ornamentation 
and elaboration of design with emphasis on unusual ac- 
cessories, especially antiques. Plain and neutral back- 
grounds have given way to pattern and color: pattern 
on the floor, walls and ceiling; color in deep and brilliant 
hues. Flooring is especially elaborate with intricately 
inlaid vinyl tile designs, ceramic tile, Oriental, Aubusson 
and patterned rugs. Foreign influences were apparent in 
nearly all the settings—English, French, Spanish, Portu- 
guese, Italian and Oriental—pointing up the trend to a 
more romantic outlook in design. Renewed interest in 
our own design heritage included several rooms in early 
American, Colonial Williamsburg and 18th century 
styling. Among the many individuals whose time and 
efforts contributed greatly to the success of the show were 
William Pahlmann, originator of the show and President 
of the Resources Council; Rene Carrillo of F. Schumacher, 
Chairman of the Board of the Resources Council; Daren 
Pierce, President of the New York Chapter; Robert Endi- 
cott, Editor of “Today’s Living,” the New York Herald 
Tribune magazine; and Henry Rose, former sales man- 
ager of F. Schumacher, who served as Coordinator and 
performed the seemingly impossible task of organizing 
the Show. The Show opened with a preview and fashion 
show for benefit of Herald Tribune Fresh Air Fund.

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Two In One 


To break the decorating somnolence of apartment de- 
sign in its all-too-familiar guise in urban decorative 
treatments—when the client occupying an apartment is 
content with a comfortable furniture arrangement and, 
among other things, such amenities as admirable drapery 
treatments and pleasing color schemes—interior designer 
Alex Bennett Kahn has resorted to unusual strategy in 
the development of a large apartment for his clients, Mr. 
and Mrs. Munroe Hemmerdinger, in New York’s Sutton 
Place. In the intricate phases of its renovating he had the 
enthusiastic approbation of his clients, not only in its 
designing and furnishing, but in its architectural renova- 
tion as well. 

For what is most notable about the apartment is not 
the commendable decorative treatment itself, which is so 
simple in its development that the intricacy of the means 
by which it was gained is not at once apparent, but the 
alterations in the architectural plan of the original space, 
and the capable manner in which the interior designer 
has achieved his aims. Actually the apartment is two

apartments in one, since it incorporates the space of two 


adjoining apartments which have, at the suggestion of 
the interior designer, been thrown together to form a 
single large one—an unusual opportunity which the in- 
terior designer has exploited to its fullest in achieving a 
desirable spaciousness. 

First of all, the entrance hall, representing a major 
change in plan, is reminiscent of one in a town house 
rather than an apartment, for it is spacious, oval in shape, 
and with two columns on axis—one of these concealing 
central telephone cables and utility pipes extending from 
apartments above and below—making an otherwise eye- 
sore into a decorative asset. Another feature not lost 
sight of in the alteration is the pair of entrance doors 
which the interior designer was able to install in place 
of an ordinary single door. Immediately upon approach- 
ing these doors, the visitor knows that he is in for some- 
thing out of the ordinary. Just what this constitutes is 
revealed by the accompanying views of the interiors, com- 
pleted in their entirety in a period of just twelve weeks.

Reception room for executive offices is given dramatic 
quality by colorful Zuber scenic wallpaper, depicting 
scenic America circa 1830, supplied by A. L. Diament; 
Mohawk cinnamon chenille carpet and Valentine aqua- 
marine draperies are background fur Stowe & Davis 
desk, pair Morse sofas in A. H. Lee bright green knubby 
wool, and Old Colony yew and brass end tables; Heckel

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The new offices of the National Cash Register Co., Dayton,

The representative American home for 1960 which was 
shown in London last spring at the request of the 
United States Information Agency (see INTERIOR DeEsI¢N, 
May 1960) has come to America. A joint venture of the 
National Design Center, the National Association of 
Home Builders and the National Housing Center, London 
House has been duplicated in Somers Point, New Jersey. 
by builder Carl T. Mitnick. Although the contemporary 
ranch style of the architecture follows the original London 
version, the interiors as designed by Tom Lee, A.I.D., 
are different. The house and all its furnishings are aimed 
at the middle-income group and show that a high taste 
level can be achieved with reasonably priced materials 
and products. A special feature of the interiors is the 


use of color. Whereas the English exhibit house used

bright, clear colors, the American version is in generally 
subtle hues—soft earth tones combined with sky blue and 
green accents in the living and dining rooms; soft mauve, 
pink, lavender and pumpkin in the master bedroom. 
And the brighter tones of blue and turquoise used in the 
kitchen are offset by lots of gray, black and white. The 
house is built on one level in an open-plan style and in- 
cludes three bedrooms and two bathrooms forming one 
wing, a 13 by 2714 foot living room, dining room, kitchen, 
family room and enclosed terrace on the opposite side 
of the entrance foyer. Chosen as a symbol for National 
Home Week from September 24th to October 2nd, 
London House is also being reproduced in thirteen other 
states, showing that its structure is easily adaptable to any 


climatic conditions in America. 
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Entrance to living room is defined by Tropicel “woodcurl” 
panels which divide the two areas but maintain the open, 
spacious look typical of the house; color scheme is soft blend- 
ing of earth tones with sky blues and water greens keyed to 
Bigelow-Sanford area rug with its impressionistic floral pattern; 
brick wall, painted pale sand, and Burlington draperies har- 
monize with Amtico travertine vinyl tile flooring, and the warm 
tones of walnut furniture by Directional provide a pleasing 
contrast; upholstery fabrics, also by Burlington, include brown 
and white tweed on the armchairs, white texture on the sectional 
sofa; blue-green accents of the rug are repeated in Nettle Creek 
sofa pillows; Paul Hanson lamps, Design Technics ceramics, 
Westinghouse television, Puritan fireplace equipment; Jo Mead 
wooden Indian.

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The Wonderful World 
of Children 





Using furniture he designed for Child Craft, Lawrence 
Peabody created a colorful and practical room for a 
small tot, a room which can be adapted to the child’s 
interests as he grows up: shelves and wall-hung cabinets 
provide space for toys and clothes, a soft and warm play 
area is formed by covering one end of the Robbins 
white vinyl tile floor with real lambskin which is con- 
tinued up the wall, and reproduction of Alice in W onder- 
land characters add delightful accents. 





The many problems of designing rooms for children— 
from crib to college age—provided the main theme for 
this year’s National Homefurnishings Show, held at the 
New York Coliseum from September 7th through Sep- 
tember 18th. Aware that designing a room for a child 
means much more than selecting small-scale furniture 
and creating a colorful atmosphere, S. Robert Elton. 
Director of the Show, engaged Emily Malino, A.I.D., to 
design a series of rooms that would encompass all phases 
of the “Wonderful World of Children.” The choice was 
a happy one, for Miss Malino is not only a talented 
interior designer but is also the mother of four young 
children, and her experience and imagination are delight- 
fully expressed in eight rooms. Four of these are “Prog- 
ress Rooms” showing how the same room can be re- 
designed over a period of time using many of the 
same furnishings from infancy to adolescence; the other 
four rooms illustrate solutions to typical problems of 
creating comfortable and attractive rooms under a variety 
of circumstances; a room that can be shared by four 
brothers varying in ages from 2 to 12; room for a 
brother and sister aged 8 and 10; a room for 12 year-old 
twin girls; and an attic room for two teenage boys. A 
number of other settings were also designed with children 
in mind including rooms by Paul McCobb and Lawrence 
Peabody for Child Craft, and a setting by Royal System 
illustrating how their wall and storage units can be 
adapted to a room for the teenager. whose interests range 


from hi-fi to collecting model planes.

To introduce his new juvenile group of furniture designed for Child Craft, Paul McCobb 
created this attractive setting with an eye to the child’s love of colors: the new slim-lined crib 


is set between panels of crisp blue-green Rowen fabric, walls are painted blue with accent 
panels of Holland Shade’s woven walnut blinds, and the miniature furniture is painted bright 


blue, green and red; flooring is Amtico’s travertine vinyl tile. 


As @ room for the teen-age boy whose 
interests include hi-fi, model planes 
and boats, Royal System offered a 
setting with their flexibly designed 
storage units based on a series of rails 
and stanchions to which teak or wal- 
nut shelves and cabinets can be added 
in a multitude of arrangements; the 
warm brown and beige color scheme 
is keyed to a Belgian rug from George 
Tanier and upholstery on the Mills- 
Denmark sofa.

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The first of four “Progress” rooms designed by Emily 
Malino, A.I.D., is for an infant girl: walls are painted 
a bright sea-blue, Robbins vinyl tile flooring is white 
with a spatter pattern, and green roller shades from 
Window Shade Mfrs. Assn. are topped by valances in the 
shape of a house; furnishings include a baby crib with 
cane panels from Frank Alfred Taggart, Aristo-Built 
chests by Salmanson & Co. painted blue, a bath table 
with Formica surfaces, and George Tanier rocking chair; 
plants from S. Hanfling and an antique painted panel 
from Karl Mann add pleasing decorative touches. 


The same room as redesigned for a three-to-four-year-old 
girl retains several of the original furnishings: the 
chests are now painted white and placed under the 
windows which are curtained with an Arundell Clark 
fabric in bright shades of green, blue and lilac, the 
colors repeated in a doll’s house; the crib has been 
replaced by a bed with a mint green covering of Rowen 
fabric made by Darnoc Drapery and accented with 
colorful Nettle Creek pillows; the table has been lowered 
to a 15-inch high play table. 


As the girl grows to a 10-year-old, the room grows with 
her, still retaining most of the original furnishings: the 
chests are pushed together against the wall, and storage 
shelves have been built under the windows now curtained 
in a Rowen fabric with pale blue and green stripes; the 
play table has been raised to a height of 25" to serve 
as a desk, and a blue-green tweed area rug by E. T. 
Barwick Mills has been added; newly acquired acces- 
sories include a miniature chair from Phillips Importing, 
a chest from Christopher Chodoff and a bird cage by 
Phoenix Pan American Imports. 


As the girl becomes a teenager, the room takes on a 
more sophisticated look; a fireplace with Edwin Jackson 
mantel and tools has been built between the two win- 
dows; softly feminine Quaker Lace white curtains and 
a white Morgan-Jones bedspread provide a pleasing con- 
trast to a lilac-painted wall behind the white metal head- 
board from Walters Antiques; the chests have been 
stained in a natural wood tone and topped by a white 
Formica shelf to form a vanity; Nettle Creek pillows 
and a green Barwick rug provide color notes; Bentwood 
chairs are from Richard Camp, lamp by Soovia-Janis, 
painting from Karl Mann. 
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Four boys ranging in age from 2 to 12 could share this 
room and still have privacy by lowering the shades made 
of J. H. Thorp fabric by Consolidated Trimming; bunk 
beds are at heights appropriate for each boy and have 
storage drawers at the bottom; additional storage is 
provided by “String” wall and desk units from Design 
International; bedspreads made by Darnoc Drapery are 
of S. M. Hexter navy blue and white fabric; vinyl floor- 
ing by Armstrong; barrel seats from Creative Playthings; 
wall lamp by Habitat. 


Equal facilities are provided for twin, 12-year-old girls 
in this room with a bright orange, yellow and white color 
scheme; each has separate sleeping and working space 
with Herman Miller burnt orange desks and chairs, beds 
covered in Erbun fabric; the storage wall built from 
stock parts from lumber yards is color coordinated to 
the room scheme; flooring is Armstrong white vinyl tile; 
Habitat desk lamp, Hansen bed lamp, Brancusi black 
chair, Karl Mann pictures. 


An expansion attic is converted into sleeping and work- 
ing space for two teen-age boys; homasote panels cov- 
ered with white Gilford vinyl serve as headboards and 
tackboards for pinups; Limpus beds have neatly tailored 
spreads of Herman Miller striped fabric, the work table 
from Reilly-Wolff is shared and seating is provided by 
Hans Wegner chairs from Georg Jensen; flooring is 
Armstrong vinyl tile; Rowen curtain fabric, Luten- 
Clarey-Stern wicker chests. 


In this room designed to be shared by a brother and 
sister, axed 8 and 10, sleeping quarters are partitioned, 
the work and play area shared jointly; the two sections 
can be divided by folding doors of U. S. Plywood; 
windows are treated simply with woven blinds from 
Window Modes echoing the pink and orange color 
scheme; flooring is Armstrong white vinyl tile, and 
furnishings include Directional “Planner” chests and 
desks, Stendig cane chairs, Reilly-Wolff daybed uphol- 
stered in Herman Miller striped fabric. 




















Keys and locks are so much a part of everyday living 
that they are often taken for granted; yet these “jewels 
of the house” possess an age-old background of art and 
¢eraftsmanship that make them an important consideration 
in interior design. Since the beginning of civilization, 
man has sought better and safer locking devices to pro- 
tect his property, and through the ages he has tried 
to endow their design with imagination and taste. 

In ancient times, as today, the doorway was regarded 
as an important architectural feature of a building, and 
was enriched and decorated as a work of art. Prior to 
the invention of the mechanical lock, doors were pro- 
tected by simple, primitive devices; an early Egyptian 
method was to lock doors by tying knots to two knobs 
attached to the door and the jamb. There is some doubt 
about which kind of mechanical lock was invented first. 
The spring padlock, probably used initially in an early 
Chinese civilization, is closest in principle to the earlier 
knot-locking device and may, therefore, have been the 
first mechanical lock. Strong archeological evidence, how- 
ever, supports the claim that an early Egyptian invention 
(before 2000 B.C.) using wooden components was the 
first mechanical lock. This Egyptian lock had several 
pins, falling by gravity into holes in the bolt, thus 
creating an obstacle to its movement; the wooden key 
used with this lock had corresponding pegs which raised 
the pins and allowed the bolt to be retracted. 

Another ancient locking mechanism, developed by 
the Greeks, included an exterior latch string and could 
be opened from the outside by the insertion, through 
a hole in the door, of a long sickle or clavicle-shaped 
key which engaged and moved the bolt; its unwieldy 


key, however, was a major disadvantage. 
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15th-century German ca- 
thedral lock, with single 
spring bolt operated by 
key and lever. 





The ancient Romans improved the basic design of the 
Egyptian lock by making their pins with “profiles” 
widely varying in geometric shapes and by introducing 
a spring to press the pins into the bolt. A later Roman 
contribution was the invention of warded locks, of the 
type most frequently used until the middle of the 19th 
century, characterized by a series of wards, or obstacles, 
which the key passed in order to retract the bolt—with 
the key naturally cut in a pattern corresponding to the 
particular set of wards. 

At the beginning of the 10th century, casings in which 
keys revolved were first introduced. And between the 
12th and 14th centuries, locks were considerably im- 
proved mechanically and the ornamentation of the key- 
hole was begun. Toward the end of the 15th century, 
another change took place, and the plates which had 
formerly covered the working parts of the locks were 
omitted, exposing to view the fine workmanship and 
intricate mechanism. The most beautiful of all locks were 
created during the medieval and Renaissance periods. 

Chest locks, though concealed by wood or metal casing 
and never exposed to view, were beautifully designed 
due to the pride which medieval craftsmen took in their 
work, These craftsmen often spent weeks and months, 
even years, on the completion of a single lock. Antique 
keys were richly decorated because of the practice of 
wearing them visibly as an ornament to signify the 
ownership of property, thereby indicating position in 
society. Such painstaking concern with the aesthetic per- 
fection of locks continued to be part of a European tra- 
dition and was brought over to America where it is 
reflected in many early American handmade locks and 
keys. Continued on page 148

With the aforementioned developments, locks became 
more intricate mechanically and were artistically im- 
proved, but the only significant change in their protective 
qualities came in the late 18th century with the develop- 
ment of lever tumbler locks. These devices were operated 
by a key that had to raise a lever to an exact height 
before the bolt could be moved. Alarm and trapping de- 
vices, multiplicity of bolts and keys, and puzzling hidden 
keyholes also remained popular during this time, but 
offered little additional protection. 

Locks reached a dramatic climax in 1865 with the 
invention of the revolutionary pin-tumbler cylinder lock 

working on the same principle as the first locks in 
Egypt—by Linus Yale, Jr. Within the case of the pin- 
tumbler cylinder lock is a series of pins and drivers 
which extend vertically through the cylinder and into an 
inner plug. Only the correct key raises the pins and 
drivers so that the breaks between them are lined up 
with the joint between the cylinder and its plug. When 
precisely set in this way, the key can rotate the plug 
to activate a bolt or latch. A minute variation from the 
proper height of any pin prevents the key from being 
turned. The pin-tumbler cylinder lock thus provides a 
degree of security unattainable with any other kind of 
key operated lock. It is ideally suited to mass production, 
making true lock security available to everyone; and with 
it the familiar flat keys replace the bulky cumbersome 
keys previously in use. 

Today, maximum security is within the reach of every 
one through the modern cylindrical lock. The 20th cen- 
tury has brought new interest in design, and entirely new 
ideas of functionalism, free form and industrial design 
have evolved from this reawakened aesthetic interest. 
Doors, and particularly entrance doors, offer unusual 
opportunities for individual expression in contemporary 
houses because of the range of materials, lock designs 
and colors available. Three main factors influence the 
designing of entrance doors today: size, contour (is it 
flush or paneled? ), and ornamentation; texture and color 
are also important considerations. Contemporary design- 
ers are giving attention to the exterior designs of locks 
and other door ornamentation to find the shapes and 
styles that are most harmonious with the architectural

Down-to-Earth Approach 


In designing this living room of a 3-room apart- 
ment, David Eugene Bell, A.J.D., has envisaged 
the clients as a husband-and-wife theatrical writing 
team; furnishings of Spanish and Mexican origin 
reflect their travels, and the overall atmosphere is 
one of casual comfort; color scheme combines 
putty green walls, Stark rug in olive green, drapery 
and sofa fabric in Everfast green, rust and orange 
print; furnishings are from Macy’s Corner Shop. 


M oael apartments created by interior designers are 
usually imaginative and brimming with ideas, but they 
are not always practical in their adaptability to every- 
day living. The series of five apartments created by New 
York Chapter members of the American Institute of 
Decorators for Webb & Knapp’s Park West Village is, 
therefore, something of a change of pace. They are 
sensible and down-to-earth. They all have a lived-in 
quality. And although the furnishings are not necessarily 
in the “budget” category, most of the apartment schemes 
can be easily adapted to fit a family or individual of 
modest income. Because of this, the five A.I.D. members 
have been successful in realizing the aims of the rental 
agents, Herbert Charles & Company, to rent apartments 
in the medium-price range. Located on New York’s 
Central Park West from 97th to 100th Street, Park West 
Village is the second section of a huge development in 
that area and contains 1,660 units. Rents start as low as 
$104, the average: two-room apartment is $120, and ihe 
top rental for the largest and most ideally situated apart- 
ment is $300. Participating interior designers are David 
Eugene Bell of Macy’s:’ Beatrice C. Fritz of Ethyl Alper 
Associates; Augusta K. Gassner; Beverly Reitz; and The 
Lehmans (Camille and Charles). Shown here are the liv- 
ing areas from each of the apartments which range from 


two rooms to four and one-half rooms. 





Although living, dining and sleeping 
areas are clearly defined in this 214 
room apartment, interior designer 
Beverly Reitz, A.I.D., has maintained 
a feeling of spaciousness with back- 
ground areas in neutral and muted 
tones: end walls in soft putty green, 
other walls painted white, wall-to-wall 
oatmeal Roxbury carpet of Eastman 
Verel fiber installed by Gotham, the 
wide expanse of window curtained in 
Petterfy sheer white, flanked by Eagle- 
sham draperies in blue and white 
damask; the blue tones are echoed in 
Scalamandré fabric on S. M. Loh- 
wieser sofa, contrasted with bitter 
green on the Robert Barber chair and 
ottoman; end table, desk and dining 
chairs are by De Gaal and Walker, the 
chairs covered in Schumacher brown 
fabric; coffee table, Oriental lamps 
and accessories from Gene Thall, the 
shades by Siegman-Ambro; room di- 
vider is new RCA unit with swivel TV 
and stereophonic sound equipment. 








Beatrice C. Fritz, A...D., of Ethyl Alper Associates, com- 
dines living, sleeping and dining facilities in one room 
without losing a feeling of spaciousness; color scheme of

The locale is Olympia Fields, Illinois. The surroundings 
are a heavily wooded area with huge oak trees and flower- 
ing shrubbery. The house set against this idyllic back- 
ground is the new home of furniture manufacturer Jerome 
L. Metz, president of J. L. Metz Furniture Company. 
Since wood plays an important role in Mr. Metz’s 
business life, it is also used to great advantage as a back- 
ground material in his new home. Designed by architect 
John McPherson, the house is of contemporary style with 
a facade of stone, which is repeated on several interior 
walls. In contrast to this, wood of several varieties is 
used both inside and out—a long boardwalk of redwood 
leading to the main entrance, a bedroom wing and porch 
of redwood, and one wall in the living room of solid 
Honduras mahogany contrasted with bleached cypress 
ceiling and redwood beams that start at the outer edge 
of the roof and run the entire width of the house. Hon- 
duras mahogany is also the main material in several 
other rooms including the master bedroom, one of the 
children’s rooms and even in the bathroom. The in- 
teriors, designed by Marion Heuer, A.I.D., and Sam 
Tilles, are keyed to the architecture, and many of the 
furnishings were especially designed. It is interesting to 
note that although Mr. Metz is manufacturer of a fine 
traditional collection of furniture, most of the furniture 


used is by other manufacturers since it better suited the 


contemporary design of the house.

Essential Ingredients 


The liveliest excitement in the realm of interior design 
remains—as it gave every indication of doing at the be- 
ginning of the year—designing done in the French man- 
ner, with emphasis on furniture styling, color distribution 
and fabric selectivity. Now, it takes more than just these 
factors to create a room whose ambience will be truly 
French in character: there must also be some considera- 
tion of plan arrangement, floor coverings, architectural 
details, and disposal of accessories, as well as possibilities 
in the materials used, such as marble, cabinet woods, etc.

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Lucile Stockwell Chatain 

Lucile Stockwell Chatain, A.I.D., who for thirty years 
held a unique position in the wallpaper industry, died 
Sept. 16th at the age of 62. As president of C. W. Stock- 
well Co., of Los Angeles, she had distinguished herself 
in every phase of the business—as designer and colorist, 
manufacturer, distributor and retailer—and was one of 
the few women in the trade who managed the affairs of 
a firm with a national reputation. She was also one of 
the most assiduous and successful publicists for wall- 
papers that the industry has ever seen. Not least of her 
accomplishments was her ability to help set decorative 
trends, being one of the most talented stylists in the busi- 
ness. Just this year the Wallcovering Wholesalers As- 
sociation chose to bestow on her the highest honor at 
its command, the Justin P. Allman Award for achieve- 
ment in the wallpaper industry. The day before the award 
was given, Mrs. Chatain was hostess to several hundred 
members of the American Institute of Decorators at her 
home in California. Her career covered half a century 
from the time when her father, C. W. Stockwell, established 
the firm, introducing standards of excellence in wallpaper 
in California rivaling those in the East by bringing West 
for the first time Zuber scenics, handblocked patterns, 
imports from England and France, handpainted Chinese 
murals, as well as a discriminating selection of designs by 
domestic manufacturers. At the time that her husband, 
Remy L. Chatain, joined Mr. Stockwell to become a mem- 
ber of the firm, Mrs. Chatain was active in the field of 
interior design, having received her education in Europe 
and in New York; and during the economic depression of 
the °30’s, her interior designing background stood her in 
good stead. At first she specialized in the creative end 
of the business. With her background of interior design, 
she felt then, as she did until the end, that “designs were 
for a place and a time.” Designing for California was 
a different type—a more informal, more contemporary 
approach to design and color—from that which was popu- 
lar “back East,” and to meet the demand the Chatains 
began designing wallpapers that showed awareness of 
current trends. Mrs. Chatain started by designing wall- 
papers for her own company use and offered patterns 
to manufacturers in return for “exclusives” in her terri- 
tory. Later, she and her husband created entire collec- 
tions, both in machine and handprints. Her latest group 
of papers, the “Designer’s Series”, was introduced only 
a few months before her untimely death. From the time 
of her husband’s death, she was in charge of merchandis- 
ing and distribution, in addition to the creative side of the 
business, and her influence in the industry will be long 
felt. Besides a sister and two nephews, Mrs. Chatain is 
survived by her son, Remy, who succeeds her as president 
in the administration of the firm’s development and 
policies. A scholarship will be established at the Parsons 


School of Design, in New York, in her memory.

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BOOK REVIEW 


FIVE CALIFORNIA ARCHITECTS 


By Esther McCoy, with a contribution by 
Randell L. Makinson. 200 pp. with photo- 
graphs and plans. Reinhold Publishing 
Corp., 430 Park Ave., New York. $10 


If you, as we, have never given the matter much thought 
heretofore, since there has been no available work on 
the five pioneers of modern architecture with which 
this volume deals and whose imaginations were fired 
by the physical characteristics of California, the revela- 
tions within this beautiful book—in layout, selectivity 
of photographic material and copy—will be as illumi- 
nating as they are fascinating. Bernard Maybeck, for 
example, a graduate of the Ecole des Beaux Arts, 
blended classical and vernacular styles with ease and 
authority, anticipating much of the later modernists’ 
specialties: he used a laminated arch in 1899, a curtain 
wall in 1906 and the hinged arch in 1910. He also 
experimented with new materials—monolithic concrete 
in 1907, and asbestos panels for exterior walls and 
sash for glass screens in 1910. Irving Gill, fresh from 
Sullivan’s office, found in the missions and early adobes 
around San Diego inspirations for concrete structures and 
his arcaded walks and treillage linking buildings with 
gardens. He was the first architect to practice the theory

of elimination, his initial effort being to introduce flush 
detailing in interiors. As early as 1908 he was busy 
stripping away ornaments from exteriors, a practice that 
has reached its zenith with Mies van der Rohe. Charles 
and Henry Greene brought to architecture a new concept 
of living based upon love of nature. Designing for what 
was then a treeless land, they opened all rooms to broad 
porches, taking elements from the Japanese house, from 
the craftsmen’s movement and from local practices. Both 
furnishings and gardens were treated as parts of the 
total design, resulting in houses which were harmonious 
in every detail. R. M. Schindler arrived in California 
via Vienna and Taliesin, calling himself a “space archi- 
tect.” He considered structure as the basis of modern 
architecture, yet he had a life-long quarrel with the very 
school which glorified structure itself.

things that surround him; the second describes a number 
of characteristic Danish articles of daily use and tells 
how they are made, in thirteen different series of pictures, 
by the potter, the weaver, the textile printer, the silver- 
smith, the glassworker and the cabinetmaker; the third 
chapter is a cavalcade of pictures presenting homefurnish- 
ings in relation to each other; and chapter four concludes 
the book with a series of pictures from modern Danish 


houses. 


New Textile Exhibition 
The Scalamandré Museum of Textiles, 57 East 57th 
Street, New York, has assembled an exhibition featuring 
the trend of design as used in contemporary American 
woven textiles. The selection of designs ranges from 
abstract motifs that in many instances were derived from 
ancient geometric forms, to modern interpretations of 
floral forms. Shards of broken pottery decorated by 
primitive man of the late Stone or Neolithic Age show 
that even in that remote age squares, rectangles, lozenges, 
triangles, checkered patterns and zig-zag borders were 
used. The Western and Central European Bronze Age 
gave preference to the spirals and circles. A modern 
Egyptian design shows the spiral forms attached to the 
corners of trapezoids, which had its inspiration from a 
cosmetic box of ancient Egypt.
